Legal notices of a public hearing 
on the final Debt Service Budget of 
the Everglades Drainage District, 
to be held in the office of its sec-

Tuesday, May 27, will be published 
for the next two weeksin the- 11 
counties served by the old District. 
All canals; rights of way, works 
and tangible assets of the Ever- 
pee glades Drainage District will -go to 
the Central and Southérn Florida 
Flood Control District, created. by 
the 1949 legislature to handle flood 
control problems in this part of the 
state, The Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control District has 
maintained and operated the works 
of the Everglades Drainage Dis- 
trict for the past two years.

TALLAHASSEE — Col. H. N. 
Kirkman, head of the Florida De- 
partment of Public Safety, pointed 
out this week that while parents 
of teen age children view with 
alarm every reported case of polio 
and the public contributes gener- 
ously in time and money. to fight 
cancer and tuberculosis, they lose 
sight of the real every day.danger 
theirvchildren face. 

Statistics 
show that more children are. killed 
or injured from automobile. acci- 
‘dents than are killed or injured 
from all of the above mentioned 
diseases combined. 

Last year in Florida 2,873 child- 
ren between the ages of 1 and 14 
were injured in automobile acci- 
dents; in the same age group 93 
were killed. During the same period 
the ‘three dread diseases combined 
struck only 610 of our children. 
Thus we see that the automobile 
today is a far greater menace than 
a| polio, tuberculosis or, cancer. Par- 
‘ents and public alike could well give 
sober thought to this dreadful sit- 
uation and unite in the fight for 
highway safety which is.four times 
as dangerous to our youngsters 
than the diseases we fear so much. 
The automobile has- crippled more 
children than Polio yet we give the. 
matter little thought.
